thing that he touch'd, or had relation 
to him: and where indeed was that 
dreſs that a figure like this would not 
give grace to ! ? For now as I ey'd him 
more in detail, I could not but ob- 
ſerve the even favourable alteration 
which the time of his abſence had 
produc'd in his perſon.
